MUST APOLOGIZE!.

BERLIN,

IS—Aside 
from 
the 
financial claims mentioned In her ulti­ 
matum. Germany expects some form of 
apology from Venezeula for the diplo­ 
matic insults which foreign office thinks 
are more serious and more gross than 
those which Great Britain clatms.The for­ 


eign office officials point out that Premier 
Balfour's remark yesterday evening In 
the British house of commons about Ger­ 
many having other than financial claims 
must be understood as applying to diplo­ 
matic- reparation tor these insults and 
not to a material indemnity, like money 
or territory. 
The foreign office Is again calling a t­ 
tention to thy suspicions in the United 
States lest Germany effect a landing In 
Venezuela. 
It says a refutation of f-uch 


suspicions ought to be perceived in th© 
slender forces at the disposition of Ger­ 
many. 
There are scarcely .KXI men who 
could be spared from the s q u a d r o n , not 
a sufficient number to take I .a Gualra, 
let alone form an expedition Into the in­ 
terior. 
It is not settled whether the notifica­ 
tion of the commencement of 
the 
blockade 
will 
occur In Berlin and 
London sim ultaneously or take 
the 
form of a communication from the two 
com manders of the squadrons to th© 
Venezuelan -authorities. 
The publica­ 
tion will apparently be delayed a day 
or two. 
The officials Of the foreign office flay 
th a t the reply to Venezuela’s a rb itra ­ 
tion proposal bas not yet been sent. 
The foreign office is still exchanging 
views on the subject with London. Al­ 
though the foreign office does not give 
the least hint of the character of G er­ 
m any's reply, it 
seems 
certain 
that 
arbitration will 
not 
be 
accepted, 
though the refusal m ay be accom pan­ 
ied by fresh suggestions. 


It was announced from Caracas last 
night that the blockade of La Gualra, 
notification of which ii) the nam es of 
G reat Britain and Germ any was com­ 
municated Po the Venezuelan govern­ 
ment, December 13, went into effect 
yesterday.

vessels.

Plugger P at Reagan, after a week of 
hard riding at Madison S q u a r e garden 
In the six day race, arrived home yes­ 
terday. 
He Is in the pink of condition 
and says that he is feeling better pow 
than he was before the grind com ­ 
menced. 
While a good many of 
the 
other riders in the race are now on 
the shelf for repairs P at is enjoying 
himself and does not feel the least bit 
fatigued after the race. 
Keegan was seen by The Sun re ­ 
porter today and the big fellow said 
"Yes, I was tip against kind of tough 
luck, in fact it was tough luck from 
the tim e the race started until it came 
to an end, but if I had had 
a 
good 
partner you would have seen that first 
prize in Lowell, 
Penn went 
out 
of 
commission three hours after the race 
started and it looked as though it was 
all up with me. but they m anaged to 
get Peterson to take Penn’s place. Hut 
from three o'clock until seven o’clock 
on Monday m orning 
I 
was traveling 
around th at little track not knowing 
w hether I would get a partner to pick 
me up or w hether I would have to drop 
out of the race. 
I did not leave the 
saddle for four hours while the other 
team s were 
changing 
every tw enty 
minutes. 
It was m ighty discouraging 
but when at the end of four hours P e t­ 
erson was secured I had a little rest. 
Peterson was a pretty good 
partner, 
but I had to do tw o-thirds of the riding 
and I had to keep an eye on him while 
I w as off the track to be ready to take 
his place lf he was losing ground. 
"In fact I did not sleep ut all during 
the week. 
I simply dozed off, aud it 
was the aw akening out of these paro­ 
dies on a sleep th a t I felt the worse. 
I think that the short 
sleeps 
were 
worse than none at all. 
The first two 
days of the race were the hardest, but 
after that, unlike the other riders, I 
gained strength Instead of losing it 
and on Saturday night I felt stronger 
and was two pounds 
heavier 
than 
when I started. 
"It was am using to see w hat wrecks 
some of the riders were. 
After 
they 
left their wheels they would have to be 
actually carried to 
their 
quarters 
while I never had any assistance, re­ 
fusing it as I wan able to take care of 
myself. 
I made m any trips to the dif­ 
ferent q u arters during the week Hnd 
saw the riders lying half dead on their 
cots, while 
I 
felt 
better walking 
around. 
I think the chief reason for 
my feeling so good after the race Is 
because of the fact that I did not p a r­ 
take of any of the dope that almost 
every other rider used. The dope aided 
them for the time being but once they 
started taking it, it was a ease of fol­ 
low7 it up to the end of the race, and 
the after effects of this is said to be 
awful. The men are practically no good 
for several 
weeks 
afterw ards 
until 
the strychnine gets out of their sy s­ 
tem. 
A good m any 
accidents 
were 
also caused by the dope, the riders us­ 
ing it becoming fiends and 
half 
the 
tim e not knowing w hat they were do­ 
ing they ran into each other and cau s­ 
ed a good m any spills. 
"The dope th a t I used consisted of 
lamb chops and one of the New 
York 
m arkets made a good thing on me. 
I 
found the chops stood by me better 
than anything else. 
W hile 
I 
wasn’t 
riding I kept storing lamb chops away 
In a m anner that frightened a good 
m any of the people around my q u a r­ 
ters. 
I guess that I Ute more during 
the day than any man on the truck 
during the week.” 
Keegan told The Sun man how he 
received $50 from an occupant of one 
of the boxes by going out and winning 
n lap, but in1 hud no sooner won 
it 
than Peterson went out and lost 
it. 
P a t’s generosity was also ahown during 
the week. 
Im m ediately after winning 
the $50 he went around to the train ­ 
ing q u arters of Nat Butler and pre­ 
sented 
the 
five tens 
to 
that 
rider, 
he having met with an accident which 
put him out of the race. 
It was rum ­ 
ored that Keegan was the man who 
threw' Butler, but Keegan says that 
he was u quarter of a lap ahead of the 
veteran rider when he went down. This 
kind act on the part of Keegan won 
for him a good many friends. 
After the race S aturday night while 
nearly all the six day riders steered 
for a Turkish bath establishment, K ee­ 
gan took a hot w ater bath. went to 
bed and was around 
the streets at 
eight o’clock the following morning. 
The doctors a t the track found Kee­ 
gan a queer specimen. 
They found 
him getting stronger instead of weaker 
every day and they said that 
they 
could not 
understand 
how' a man 
could eat the different things that he 
did, while the other riders were living 
on liquid fluids. The riders were ex­ 
am ined every day by physicians, but 
when K eegan saw them coming tow­ 
ard s him he told them th a t it was only 
a w aste of time as he was feeling fine. 
Keegan will ride in the eight hour a 
day. six day race In K ansas City and 
also the one In Philadelphia which will 
be pulled off soon. 
The m anagem ent 
of the New' York race told Keegan that 
next year they would find a good p a rt­ 
ner 
for 
him.

speaks 
highly of the m anagers, Kennedy &

Th? present trouble between Vene­ 
zuela and Germ any is prim arily 
over 
money m atters. 
Venezuela and Great 
alleged non-protection of the rights of 
British subjects during periods of civil 
w ar in Venezuela. 
The two European 
powers have decided to compel Venez­ 
uela to satisfy their respective claims. 
G erm any dem ands $340,000 to settle 
bills and interest 
due 
two German 
banks (the N orddeutseher bank 
and 
the Disconto Gesellschaft) 
for money 
advanced the Venezuelan government 
in 1889 and 1890 to build railroads and 
other public works. 
The railroad was 
financed by these two companies and 
cost $16,000,000, 
which was $145,000 a 
mile. 
The cost of the road is regard­ 
ed by disinterested parties as grossly 
excessive. 
The Venezuelan governm ent 
agreed 
before the railroad was built to g u a r­ 
antee 7 per cent, interest on the bonds 
of the railroad. 
The railroad from the 
first, because of its inflated capitaliza­ 
tion, has been a financial failure. Bick­ 
erings have ensued, and in 1895 Pres. 
Crespo of Venezuela negotiated a loan 
/ of $10,000,000 with the Disconto Gesell- 
schaft (one of the banks th a t financed 
the railroad) to help satisfy the rail­ 
road debt. 
It Is alleged by Venezuela that the 
bank appropriated $5,200,000 of 
this 
loan as part paym ent of the debt and 
charged $2,000,000 in addition for its 
services in negotiating the loan. 
Venezuela from the first has felt that 
It was robbed by the German banks 
and for years It has evaded paym ent 
of interest upon 
the bonds which it 
guaranteed. 
Upon the advent of P res­ 
ident Castro, who gained his position 
through a revolution, 
the debts were 
practically repudiated. 
The G erm an 
government now takes 
up the cause of the private German 
banks and seeks to enforce paym ent 
by seizure of property and force of 
arms. 
In addition G erm any claims 
that in the civil w ars of 1898 and 1900 


in Venezuela the property rights 
of 
German subjects 
were not respected 
The trouble between I a " d satisfaction is asked therefor. 
Ureal Britain is over . fjreat ^ R a l n s claims on Venezuela 
have nothing to do with the railroad 
muddle in which G erm any is so in ter­ 
ested, but rest on alleged invasion of 
the property rights of British subjects 
in Venezuela in the civil w ars of 1898 
and 1900 and for alleged ill-treatm ent 
of British subjects at th at time. Great 
Britain claims $304,000, the sam e sum 
asked by Germany. 
There are also claims made against 
Venezuela arising out of the four last 
civil wars, by Spain and Belgium, but 
satisfaction for them is not sought by 
Great Britain or Germany, though it Is 
likely that, if 
these two powers are 
successful in 
compelling 
paym ent, 
those claims will be brought to the 
front. 
The position of the United States 
in this m a tte r has thus far been neu­ 
tral. 
The governm ent has said that 
it will not permit the seizure of Vene­ 
zuelan territory by any European pow­ 
er and will insist on the observance 
of the Monroe doctrine. 
It has also 
said th a t it would not interfere in a t ­ 
tempts of European powers to collect 
debts due them 
by the 
Venezuelan 
government.

JA M ES ANDERSON DEAD.

PROVIDENCE. R. I., Dec. 18—J a m e s 
A. Anderson who was m aster m echan­ 
ic of the New York, Providence and 
Boston railroad for 44 years prior to 
his retirem ent in 1884, died 
at

years old, a native of Baltimore and 
was an associate of several of the fore­ 
most pioneer railroad men of

England.

ceeded with the killing. 
'Hie anima 1h 
were first shot, then quartered, and were 
finally burned to ashes. 
Three tons of 
hay in the barn in which the cattie had 
been kept, were 
also 
destroyed, and 
chloride 
of lime was sprinkled 
freely 
everywhere in the vicinity to prevent, if 
possible, the recurrence of the disease. 
So far as is known, these are the only 
cattle near Dowell that have been cre­ 
mated as the result of the foot and mouth 
disease. 
It is stated that a close watch will be 
kept on all cattle about Dowell, and that 
wherever the foot and mouth symptoms 
develop the cattle will be killed.

of “ H am let.” He explained that it was 
play which gave a complete study of 
life predestined to failure. 
But a life 
m ight be a complete 
failure from a 
practical point of view and a great 
success from the Ideal, 
und this was 
the grandeur of the lesson taught. 
It has been said by m any th at the 
dram a should be entitled 
something 
lse than "Julius Caesar," because he 
dies so early in the action. 
The fact, 
however, th at Caesar 
pervades 
the 
ram a from sta rt to finish, and that 
even after his death his spirit is there, 
renders the objection untenable. 
Rev. Dr. Stafford drew many beauti­ 
ful lessons from the character of (ble­ 
ar and other personages 
In 
the 
rama. 
Dr. Btafford painted 
a 
wonderful 
ord picture of tile nature and dispos­ 
ition of Brutus, Cassius, Marc Antony 
and Portia, B rutus’ wife. 
Of 
Marcus 
Brutus, however, he said most. 
He 
said that th*' critics who say that the 
play should not be “Julius Caesar" are 
wide of the mark. 
The play is Julius 
aesar from beginning to end because 
he fascinated the poet more than any 


other character. 
In fact the poet em ­ 
phasized Caesar almost unduly. Caesar 
was 
the 
greatest 
character in the 
world und his legislation still rules the 
world. 
He never unnecessarily inflict­ 
ed pain or 
suffering. 
Alexander 
left 
chaos and Caesar left Europe. 
Brutus is an 
idealist. 
He 
loves 
books and likes to associate with great 
thoughts. 
He reckons 
the 
stainless 
purity of his own character above all 
else and has for himself a sort of p a ­ 
gan reverence. 
He Is fond of giving 
reasons for his actions and analyzing 
situations; he is methodical. 
He does 
not act until action is necessary and 
Just ami then no consideration 
will 
keep him from acting. 
He loves Rome 
as B rutus should love her and when 
he sees her liberty failing he 
makes 
up his mind to go aw ay to 
a village. 
Roman liberty has perished and his 
heart is sad. 
Cassius knows 
how to use Brutus. 
He speaks to him of the ancient glories 
of Rome 
and Intimates that the only 
way to restore th** liberty of Rome is 
by the death of Julius Caesar. 
He 
tells Brutus th at Rome is calling for 
him and Brutus shudders when 
he 
thinks of Caesar and says: "It must 
be 
by hts death.” 
It was in this 
thought th a t lurked the danger of the 
idealist. 
B rutus w as an idealist; he 
loved Caesar but was thinking of kill­ 
ing him because of a supposition. 
The reasoning was pitiful and the 
reasoner sublime. 
B rutus would have 
plunged a dagger into his own heart if 
he thought it m eant the restoration of 
liberty for Rome. 
He knew no oath. 
W hat he thought was right was good 
enough for him, "and" remarked the 
speaker, "lf th** cause does not bind 
a man, no oath will bind him." 
Me paid glowing tribute to the charac­ 
ter pf B ru tus’s wife. 
Aho had to be a 
woman equal in 
character 
to 
Brutus 
and she was. 
She manifested this to 
her husband by self Inflicted wounds to 
prove her constancy. 
Brutus Is sleepless 
necause he does not want to kill Caesar, 
still he can sec the liberty of Romo re­ 
stored when C aesar Is gone. He Is troub­ 
led and his wife finds that a chn him is 
opening between them. 
B rutus succeeds 
in putting her off from day to day, but 
Anally she determines to know w hat la 
troubling her husband and aha goes to 
him. 
H e tries to put her off with ex­ 
cuses as before, but she 
standa 
her 
ground and tells him th at lf he didn't 
til her she would look upon It as evi­ 
dence th at his love was wunlng.

In both 
these m atters the mine operators have shown themselves to be most h ea rt­ 
less and cruel.

and this cruelty to children- 


NEW HOPE FOR 
THE 
NEGRO. 


Booker T. W ashington has s t last hit upon the m ost practical method 
of uplifting the negro race. 
Teach them to work, teach them trades, 
teach them 
to use their hands 
In conjunction with their brains, teach them to produce, show them the la t­ 
ent powers they possess, give them an opportunity to develop these powers 
and you will at once lift them above the spirit of barbarism ; m anual and in­ 
dustrial training lo conjunction with the education necessary to m ake such 
education a success will speedily lift the negroes up In their own estim a­ 
tion and that of the nation. 
The efforts made to <‘hristianlze them and at the sam e time keep them 
In absolute idleness have failed and will fail. 
The secret of their develop­ 
ment Is well directed work- work In which their faculties will be developed, 
work by which they can attain a competency and enjoy domestic happiness. 
Manual training should be a feature In all their schools and Industrial 
•ducatlon or technical training should be afforded them w herever possible. 
It is the easiest and most effective m anner of breaking 
down the 
barriers 
that separate them from other races an d cause them to be regarded as but 
semi-civilised. 
The government can do much for their development, it can 
do much for their uplifting, but w h atev er It does must he done along the 
lines of mechanical or industrial training in conjunction with secular and 
religious education.

There is no doubt w hatever th at the eastern powers have looked on with 
Jealous eyes at the operations of the United States in the Philippine islands 
and they have naturally reasoned to them selves how inconsistent it is, for 
the United States while m aintaining the Monroe doctrine against European 
powers to seek new colonies in the eastern hemisphere. 
They think the re­ 
verse of the Monroe doctrine should also hold and that lf European powers 
are debarred from acquiring territory in the western hemisphere the United 
States should be debarred from acquiring territory in the eastern hem is­ 
phere. 
The present situation Is a very delicate one for the United States, Inas­ 
much as Germany has pursued a high handed course and the appeal of

United States for arbitration does not seem to meet with favor In Berlin,

CIVIL bERVICE 
PROGRESS. 


Slowly 
but steadily 
is the civil service system of this country climbing 
upw ard tow ards the goal in which m erit will be recognized 
as 
the guide in 
m aking appointments. 
Too long the civil service idea has been regarded as a mere fad, too long 
has it been regarded as impracticable and worthless; but each succeeding 
year shows an extension of Its advantages, each year an im provem ent in a d ­ 
m inistration due to the retention of experienced 
employes 
in 
office rather 
than the influx of new and unexperienced men to HH their places. 
The report of the civil service commission shows th a t in M assachusetts 
last year, the num ber who took the exam inations was 500 in excess of the 
num ber examined the preceding year. 
The exam inations while not too severe are 
yearly 
becoming 
more 
and 
more competitive and as the efficiency of the applicants increases the exam i­ 
nations will be made more and more difficult. 
It will offer some inducem ent to the poor and 
uninfluential 
students to 
climb upw ard so long as they can feel assured th a t m erit rules. 
A contem porary asserts th a t the “pull” and “p atro n a g e” plan of m a k ­ 
ing appointm ents is an appendage of royalty; but on tho co n trary there is 
no country in the world where they are so ra m p a n t as in this republic.

The trouble between

The present trouble between Vene­ 
zuela and Germany is primarily 
over 
money matters. 
Venezuela and Great Britain is over 
alleged non-protection of the rights of 
British subjects during periods of civil 
war in Venezuela. 
The two European 
powers have decided to compel Venez­ 
uela to satisfy their respective claims. 
Germany demands $340,000 to settle 
bills and interest 
due 
two German 
banks (the Norddeutseher bank 
and 
the Disconto Gesellsehaft) 
for money 
advanced the Venezuelan government 
in 1889 and 1890 to build railroads and 
other public works. 
The railroad was 
financed by these two companies and 
cost $16,000,000, 
which was $145,000 a 
mile. 
The cost of the road is regard­ 
ed by disinterested parties as grossly 
excessive. 
The Venezuelan government agreed 
before the railroad was built to guar­ 
antee 7 per cent, interest on the bonds 
of the railroad. 
The railroad from the 
first, because of its inflated capitaliza­ 
tion, has been a financial failure. Bick­ 
erings have ensued, and in 1895 Pres. 
Crespo of Venezuela negotiated a loan 
of $10,000,000 with the Disconto Gesell- 
schaft (one of the banks that financed 
the railroad) to help satisfy the rail­ 
road debt. 
It is alleged by Venezuela that the 
bank appropriated $5,200,000 of 
this 
loan as part payment of the debt and 
charged $2,000,000 in addition for its 
services In negotiating the loan. 
Venezuela from the first has felt that 
it was robbed by the German banks 
and for years it has evaded payment 
of interest upon 
the bonds which it 
guaranteed. 
Upon the advent of Pres­ 
ident Castro, who gained his position 
through a revolution, 
the debts were 
practically repudiated. 
The German 
government now takes 
up the cause of the private German 
banks and seeks to enforce payment 
by seizure of property and force of 
arms. 
In addition Germany claims 
that in the civil wars of 1898 and 1900 


have nothing to do with the railroad 
muddle in which Germany is so inter­ 
ested, but rest on alleged invasion of 
the property rights of British subjects 
in Venezuela in the civil w’ars of 1898 
and 1900 and for alleged ill-treatment 
of British subjects at that time. Great 
Britain claims $304,000, the same sum 
asked by Germany. 
There are also claims made against 
Venezuela arising out of the four last 
civil wars, by Spain and Belgium, but 
satisfaction for them is not sought by 
Great Britain or Germany, though it is 
likely that if 
these two powers are 
successful in 
compelling 
payment, 
those claims will be brought to the 
front. 
The position of the United States 
in this m atter has thus far been neu­ 
tral. 
The government has said that 
it will not permit the seizure of Vene­ 
zuelan territory by any European pow 
er and will insist on the observance 
of the Monroe doctrine.

JAMES ANDERSON DEAD.

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Dec. 18—James 
A. Anderson who was master mechan­ 
ic of the New York, Providence and 
Boston railroad for 44 years prior to 
his retirement in 1884, died 
at 
his 
home in this city yesterday. He was 84 
years old, a native of Baltimore and 
was an associate of several of the fore­ 
most pioneer railroad men 
of 
New 
England, 


A dozen cattle owned by the Andrews 
brothers of Hudson w'as cremated yes­ 
terday.

were first shot, then quartered, and were 
finally burned to fishes. 
Three tons of 
hay in the barn In which the cattle had 
been kept, were 
also 
destroyed, and 
chloride 
of lime was sprinkled 
freely 
everywhere in the vicinity to prevent, if 
possible, the recurrence of the disease. 
So far as Is known, these are the only 
cattle nenr Dowell that have been cre­ 
mated as the result of the foot and mouth 
disease. 
It is stated that a c’ose watch will be 
kept on all cattle about Lowell, and that 
wherever the foot and mouth symptoms 
develop the cattle will be killed.

Rev. D. J. Stafford, the famous pul­ 
pit orator and Shakespearean scholar 
from St. Patrick’s church In Washing­ 
ton, D. CL, delivered 
an 
address 
on 
"Julius Caesar,’’ 
in 
Associate 
hall 
last evening. 
The lecture was under 
the auspices 
of 
the Lowell Council, 
Knights of Columbus, and it was 
jls 
eloquent us any ever delivered in this 
city and will stand as the intellectual 
treat of the winter in Lowell. 
The hall 
was filled and among those 
present 
were 
many 
Catholic and Protestant 
clergymen. 
This was the first of a series of lec­ 
tures to be given by eminent speakers 
during the winter and it 
was, 
to 
a 
great extent, an invitation affair. 
The 
public, however, was privileged to buy 
tickets and the students and scholars 
of the city availed themselves of the 
opportunity to hear the man, who as a 
pulpit orator, stands out 
alone 
and 
distinguished in America. 
Although he delivers 
lectures 
and 
addresses 
on 
certain subjects he Is 
not 
confined *to stock speeches. The 
real 
power of the man, as un orator, 
has been demonstrated on several oc­ 
casions 
when he was called upon to 
speak on questions entirely foreign to 
those 
contained In his repertoire 
of 
addresses. Hts splendid knowledge of 
things In general and his scholarly a t ­ 
tainments coupled with his ability as 
an orator rendered him equal to 
the 
occasion at all times. 
Critics have said that a great notor 
was diverted from the American stage 
when D. J. Stafford 
became a priest, 
and no doubt the statement 
is true. 
They have said that he possesses all 
the essentials and that he is natural­ 
ly 
gifted even 
beyond the stars of 
the present day actors. "It’s too bad,” 
remarked one critic, "that his clerical 
dress should stein the tide of his 
iw- 
er or build a barrier between him 
and 
the stage.” 
Ills 
analysis of 
been favorably 
commented 
upon 
critics, artists and historians. 
His 
opening was a brief but com­ 
prehensive sketch of Rome from 
tho 
time 
of the Romulus 
and Remus to 
that of Julius caesar and of Caesar he 
said, “he was the greatest character 
that the 
world 
ever 
knew 
and 
he 
thought it 
was fitting 
that Shakes­ 
peare should tell 
of him, for Shakes­ 
peare 
was the only 
genius who ever 
succeeded in making characters live. 
He made dumb lips give music to the 
world and moulded 
the 
grandest of 
characters from 
the 
furnace 
of his 
imagination. 
Of 
ail 
the 
playa, 
Shakespeare's alone arc immortal. 
Dr. Stafford showed the source from 
which Shakespeare drew his substance 
for dramas. 
For Caesar 
he 
was 
doubtless 
indebted 
to Lord 
North’s 
translation of 
Plutarch’s Lives, and 
he work was almost a contemporary 
of “Hamlet.” He explained that it was 
play which gave a complete study of 
life predestined to failure. 
But a life 
might be a complete 
failure from h 
practical point of view and a great 
success from the ideal, and this was 
the grandeur of the lesson taught. 
It has been said by many that the 
drama should be entitled 
something 
else than “Julius Caesar,” because he 
dies so early in the action. 
Tho fact, 
however, that Caesar 
pervades 
the 
drama from start to finish, and that 
even after his death his spirit is there, 
renders the objection untenable. 
Rev. Dr. Stafford drew many beauti­ 
ful lessons from the character of Cae­ 
sar and other personages 
in 
the 
drama. 
Dr. Stafford painted 
a 
wonderful 
word picture of the nature and dispos­ 
ition of Brutus, Cassius, Marc Antony 
and Portia, Brutus’ wife. 
Of 
Marcus 
Brutus, however, he said most. 
He 
said that the critics who say that the 
play should not be “Julius Caesar” are 
wide of the mark. 
The play is Julius 
Caesar from beginning to end because 
he fascinated the poet more than any 


other character. 
In fact the poet em­ 
phasized Caesar almost unduly. Caesar 
was 
the 
greatest 
character In the 
world and hts legislation still rules the 
world. 
He never unnecessarily Inflict­ 
ed pain or 
suffering. Alexander 
left 
chaos and Caesar left Europe. 
Brutus Is an 
Idealist. 
He 
loves 
hooks*and likes to associate with great 
thoughts. 
He reckons 
the 
stainless 
purity of his own character above all 
else and has for himself a sort of pa­ 
gan reverence. 
H e is fond of giving 
reasons for his actions and analyzing 
situations; he Is methodical. 
He does 
not act until action is necessary and 
just and then no consideration 
will 
keep him from acting. He loves Rome 
as Brutus should love her and when 
he sees her liberty fading he 
makes 
up his mind to go away to a village. 
Roman liberty has perished and hts 
heart is sad. 
Cassius knows 
how to use Brutus. 
Be speaks to him of the ancient glories 
of Home and Intimates that the only 
way to restore tbs liberty of Rome Is 
by the death of Julius Caesar. 
He 
tells Brutus that Rome In calling for 
him and Brutus shudders when 
he 
thinks of Caesar and says: “It must 
be 
by his death.” 
It was In this 
thought that lurked the danger of the 
Idealist. 
Brutus was an Idealist; he 
loved Caesar but wits thinking of kill­ 
ing him because of a supposition. 
The reasoning was pitiful and the 
reasoner sublime. 
Brutus would have 
Plunged a dagger Into his own heart lf 
he thought It meant the restoration of 
liberty for Rome. 
He knew no oath. 
What he thought was right was good 
< nough for him, “and” remarked the 
speaker, “if the cause does not bind 
a man, no oath will bind him.” 
He paid glowing tribute to the charac­ 
ter of Brutus’s wife. 
Him had to be a 
woman equal In 
character 
to 
Brutus 
and she was. 
She manifested this to 
her husband by self inflicted wounds to 
prove her constancy.

Every shipping concern and every vos 
eel owner In the city is opposed to the 
hill and the m ajority of them have tel­ 
egraphed to Senator Frye and ("on 
gressm an Littlefield to use their influ 
enee in defeating the passage of such 
a bill. 
The Fading shipping men in 
the city feel that the bill Is an enter­ 
ing wedge for free ships. 
It seems to be the consensus of opin­ 
ion hero that there Is enough ton n age 
in the country, and too much, but th at 
the difficulty in transportation lies in 
the Diet th a t the coal cannot be tra n s­ 
ported from the m ines to w harves at 
tidew ater fast enough to load the ves­ 
sels In the usual limit. 
Owners of the large fleet of 
Bath 
vessels In the coal carrying trade have 
complained bitterly ever 
since 
the 
breaking of the coni strike, because 
they have been forced to wait so long 
lit coal ports for their cargoes. 
F ran k A. Small, of the firm of F erry 
A Small, m anaging owners o f the six- 
m asted 
schooner 
Eleanor A. Percy, 
says the following, which Is generally 
voiced by all the shipping men in th* 
tty: 
"If it was our fault th a t the people 
are not getting coal more readily the 
bill would be all right; , but th a t ta 
not the ease. 
W hy, we are unable to 
get either loaded or discharged in any 
reasonable time. 
Our vessels are tied 
up for weeks an d month* In the coal 
ports waiting 
to be loaded 
and 
are 
again tied up for long periods In the 
ports of delivery waiting to be dis­ 
charged. 
"There is more tonnage 
than 
is 
needed to transport the coal already. 
The trouble Is with the delivery of coal 
at tidew ater and with the facilities for 
discharging It at Boston and

"The M artha P. Small has been in 
the sam e port with a big cargo since 
Dec. 2, and not a pound had been tak ­ 
en <mt of her last night. 
"The Atlee M. Colburn arrived thoro 
with coal Nov. 23, and is still there."

When the fire broke out Mrs. Lusig-

A short 
time after the 
burdens 
had 
been placed in safe hands,

Why 
Venezuela 
and 
Powers Disagree 
the 


The present trouble between Vene­ 
zuela and Germ any is prim arily 
over 
money m atters. 
r£he trouble between 
Venezuela and G reat Britain is over 
alleged non-protection of the rights of 
British subjects during periods of civil 
w ar in Venezuela. 
The two European 
powers have decided to compel Venez­ 
uela to satisfy their respective claims. 
Germ any dem ands $340,000 to settle 
bills and interest 
due 
two German 
banks (the Norddeutscher bank 
and 
the Dlsconto Gesellschaft) 
for money 
advanced the Venezuelan governm ent 
in 1889 and 1890 to build railroads and 
other public works. 
The railroad was 
financed by these two companies and 
cost $16,000,000, 
which was $145,000 a 
mile. 
The cost of the road is regard­ 
ed by disinterested parties as grossly 
excessive. 
The Venezuelan governm ent 
agreed 
before the railroad was built to g u a r­ 
antee 7 per cent, interest on the bonds 
of the railroad. 
The railroad from the 
first, because of its inflated capitaliza­ 
tion, has been a financial failure. Bick­ 
erings have ensued, and in 1895 Pres. 
Crespo of Venezuela negotiated a loan 
of $10,000,000 with the Disconto Gesell­ 
schaft (one of the banks th a t financed 
the railroad) to help satisfy the rail­ 
road debt. 
It is alleged by Venezuela that the 
bank appropriated $5,200,000 of 
this 
loan as part paym ent of the debt and 
charged $2,000,000 in addition for its 
services in negotiating the loan. 
Venezuela from the first has felt th at 
it was robbed by the Germ an banks 
and for years it h as evaded paym ent 
of interest upon 
the bonds which it 
guaranteed. 
Upon the advent of P res­ 
ident Castro, who gained his position 
through a revolution, 
the debts were 
practically repudiated. 
The Germ an 
government now’ takes 
up the cause of the private German 
banks and seeks to enforce paym ent 
by seizure of property and foj-ce of 
arms. 
In addition G erm any claims

Venezuela arising out of the four last 
civil wars, by Spain and Belgium, but 
satisfaction for them is not sought by 
Great Britain or G erm any, though it is 
likely th at lf 
these two pow-ers are 
successful in 
compelling 
paym ent, 
those claim s will be brought to the 
front. 
The position of the United States 
in this m a tte r h as thus far been n eu ­ 
tral. 
The governm ent h as said th a t 
it will not permit, the seizure of V ene­ 
zuelan territory by an y European pow- 
er and will insist on the observance 
of the Monroe doctrine.

said th a t it w'ould not interfere in a t ­ 
tem pts of European powers to collect

PROVIDENCE, R. I.. Dec. 18—Jam es 
A. Anderson who w as m aster m echan­ 
ic of the New York, Providence and 
Boston railroad for 44 years prior to 
his retirem ent in 1884, died

He was 84 
years old, a native of Baltim ore and

finally burned to ashes. 
Three tons of 
hay In the barn in which the cattle had 
been kept, were 
also 
destroyed, and 
chloride 
of lime was sprinkled 
freely 
everywhere in the vicinity to prevent, if 
possible, the recurrence of the disease. 
So far as is known, those are the only 
cattle near Dowell that have been cre­ 
mated as the result of the foot and mouth 
disease. 
It is stated that a close watch will be 
kept on all cattle -about Dow*-ll. and that 
wherever the foot and mouth symptoms 
develop the cattle will be killed.

Able Lecture 
Stafford of

Rev. D. J. Stafford, 
the famous pul­ 
pit orator afid Shakespearean scholar 
from St. P a tric k ’s church in W ash in g ­ 
ton, D. C m delivered 
an 
address 
on 
“Julius Caesar,” 
in 
Associate 
hall 
last evening. 
The lecture was under 
the auspices 
of 
the Lowell Council, 
Knights of <*Himnbus, and it was 
as 
eloquent as any ever delivered in this 
city and will stand as the intellectual 
treat of the w inter ip Lowell. 
The hall 
was filled and am ong those 
present 
were 
m any 
Catholic and P rotestant 
clergymen. 
This was the first of a series of lee 
tures to be given by em inent speakers 
during the w inter and it 
was, 
to 
great extent, an invitation affair. 
The 
public, however, was privileged to buy 
tickets and the students and scholars 
of the city availed themselves of the 
opportunity to hear the man, who as a 
pulpit orator, stands out 
alone 
and 
distinguished in America. 
Although he delivers 
lectures 
and 
addresses 
on 
certain subjects ho Is 
not 
confined 'to stock speeches. The 
real 
power of the man, as an orator, 
has been dem onstrated on several oc­ 
casions 
when he was called upon to 
speak on questions entirely foreign to 
those 
contained in his repertoire 
of 
addresses. 
His splendid knowledge of 
things in general and his scholarly at 
tainm ents coupled with his ability as 
an orator rendered him equal to 
the 
occasion at all times. 
Critics have wild th a t a great actor 
was diverted from the American stage 
when D. J. .Stafford 
became a priest, 
and no 
doubt the statem ent 
l« true. 
They have said th at he possesses all 
the essentials and th at lie is n a tu ra l­ 
ly 
gifted even 
beyond the stars of 
the present day actors. 
“It's too had,” 
rem arked one critic, "th at his clerical 
dress should stem the tide of his pow­ 
er or build a barrier between him 
und 
the stage.” 
His 
analysis 
of 
Julius Caesar has 
been favorably 
com mented 
upon by 
critics, artists and historians. 
His 
opening 
was a brief hut com­ 
prehensive sketch of Rome from 
the 
time 
of the Rom ulus 
and Rem us to 
th a t of Julius Caesar and of Caesar he 
said, “he was 
the greatest 
character 
that the 
world 
ever 
knew 
and 
he 
thought it 
was fitting 
th a t S hakes­ 
peare should tell 
of him, for Shakes­ 
peare 
was the only 
genius who ever 
succeeded in m aking characters live. 
He made dum b lips give music to the 
world and 
moulded 
the 
grandest of 
characters from 
the 
furnace 
of his 
imagination. 
Of 
all 
the 
plays, 
Shakespeare's alone are immortal. 
Dr. Stafford showed the source from 
w’hieh Shakespeare drew his substance 
for dram as. • 
For Caesar 
he 
w as 
doubtless 
Indebted 
to Lord 
N o rth ’s 
ranslatlon of 
P lu tarch 's Lives, and 
the work was alm ost a contem porary 
o f ’’H am let.” He explained that it was 
u play which gave a complete study of 
life predestined to fuilun*. 
But a life 
m ight be a complete 
failure from a 
practical point of view und a great 
success from the ideul, 
and this was 
tile grandeur of the lesson taught. 
It has been said by m any th a t the 
dram a should be entitled 
something 
ise than “Julius C aesar,” because he 
dies so early in the action. 
The fact, 
however, that C aesar 
pervades 
the 
dram a from s ta rt to finish, and that 
even after his death his spirit is there, 
renders the objection untenable. 
Rev. Dr. Stafford drew m any beauti­ 
ful lessons from the character of Cae­ 
sar and other personages 
In 
the 
dram a. 
Dr. Stafford painted 
a 
wonderful 
word picture of the nature and dispos­ 
ition of Brutus, Cassius, Marc Antony 
and Portia, B ru tu s’ wife. 
Of 
Marc us 
Brutus, however, he raid most. 
He 
said that the critics who say that the 
play should not be “Julius C aesar’’ are 
wide of the m ark. 
The play is Julius 
aesar from beginning to end because 
he fascinated the poet m o r1 than any 


other character. 
In fact the poet em ­ 
phasized Caesar alm ost unduly. Caesar 
was 
the 
greatest* character in the 
w’orld and hlH legislation still rules the 
world. 
He never unnecessarily Inflict­ 
ed pain or 
suffering. 
Alexander 
left 
chaos and Caesar left Europe. 
Brutus is an 
idealist. 
He 
loves 
bookH and likes to associate with great 
thoughts. 
H e reckons 
the 
stainless 
purity of his own cftaraoter above all 
else and has for himself a sort of p a ­ 
gan reverence. 
He is fond of giving 
reasons for his actions and analyzing 
situations; he is methodical. 
H e does 
not apt until action is necessary and 
Just and then no consideration 
will 
keep him from acting. 
He loves Rome 
as Brutus should love her and when 
he sees her liberty fading he 
makes 
up his mind to go aw ay to 
a village. 
Roman liberty has perished and his 
heart is sad. 
Cassius knows 
how to use Brutus. 
He speaks to him of the ancient, glories 
of Rome 
and Intimates th a t the only 
way to restore the liberty of Rome is 
by the deuth of Julius Caesar. 
He 
tells B rutus th a t Rome la calling for 
him and Hrutus shudders when 
he 
thinks of Caesar and says: “It must 
be 
by hip death.” 
It was In this 
thought th a t lurked the danger of the 
Idealist. 
H rutus wan an idealist; he 
loved Caesar but was thinking of kill­ 
ing him because of a supposition, 
The reasoning was pitiful and the 
reasoner sublime. 
B rutus would have 
plunged a dagger into his own heart lf 
he thought It m eant the restoration of 
liberty for Rome. 
He knew no oath. 
W hat he thought was right was good 
enough for him, “an d ” rem arked the 
speaker, “if the cause does not bind 
a man, no oath will bind him.” 
He paid glowing tribute to the charac­ 
ter of Brutus's wife. 
She had to be a 
woman equal In 
character 
to 
Brutus 
and she was. 
She manifested this to 
her husband by self inflicted wounds to 
>rove her constancy. 
Brutus is sleepless 
>erausa he does not want to kill Caesar, 
still ho can see the liberty of Homo re­ 
stored when Caesar Is gone. He is troub­ 
led and bls wife Ands that a chasm is 
opening between them. 
Brutus succeeds 
in putting lier off from day to dav, but 
finally she determines to know what Is 
troubling her husband and she goes to 
him. 
He tries to put her off with ex­ 
cuses as before, but she 
stands 
her 
ground and tells him that lf he didn’t 
til her she would look upon It as evi­ 
dence that his love wns waning.
